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Lottery Sends More
Profit to State Fund

lowa Lottery salesand
profitsto the state were up in
fiscal year 2002, which began
with alarge Powerball
jackpot.

Preliminary figures show
thelottery raised $48.1
millionin revenuesfor state
programsduring fiscal year
2002, which ended June 30.
That was up nearly 9 percent
from FY 2001 profitsof $44.2
million and well ahead of the
lottery’s budget projections
of $42.2 millionfor theyear.

Unaudited figures show
lottery salesfor the year were
up about 3.5 percent, at
$181.2 million, compared to
$175millionin FY 2001.

Stanek said that lottery
sales began the fiscal year on a
strong note as the Powerball
jackpot climbed to $295 million
for theAug. 25 drawing. Lottery
proceeds to the state in August
set amonthly record, at $11.5
million.

Powerball salesfor the
year increased nearly 17
percent from FY 2001 to $60.8
million. Instant-scratch tickets
again were the lottery’s sales
leader, but salesin the
category decreased about 4
percent to $80.6 million. Stanek
said the start of salesin some
scratch games was delayed in
the summer of 2001 asthe
lottery installed new sales and
validation equipment state-
wide.

However, he said the
schedule of games has
resumed and sales have
rebounded.

Sadlesincreased in lottery
pull-tab ticketsand lowa's
$100,000 Cash Gameand Pick 3
lotto games. Hot L otto, which
beganinApril, had $1.3million
in lowa sales through June 30.

The state's lottery income
for the year was helped by a
one-time stock sale. When the
Principal Financial Group held
itsinitial public offering of stock
inthefall of 2001, thelowa
Lottery received stock asa
mutual policy owner and sold it
for morethan $1.1 million, which
was transferred to the state.
